After a flood, flood dangers do not end 
when the water begins to recede. 


Personal Safety 

* Look before you step. 
After a flood, the ground and 
floors are covered with 
debris, including broken, bot- 
tles, glass nails and other 
sharp objects. 

* Be alert for gas leaks. Use 
a flashlight to inspect for 
damage. Do not smoke or 


off and the area has been 
aired out. 

* Carbon Monoxide exhaust 
kills. Only use camping 
stoves, generators or other 
gasoline-powered machines 
outdoors. Fumes from char- 
coal are especially deadly, so 
only use outdoors 
* Avoid floodwaters. The 
water may be contaminated 
by oil, gasoline or raw sewer- 
age (a source of bacteria and 
virus). 
¢ Wash hands frequently 
with sanitizer or soap and 
clean water if you come in 
contact with floodwaters. 

* Look for hazards such as 
broken or leaking gas lines, 
flooded electrical circuits, 
submerged furnaces or elec- 
trical appliances and dam- 
aged sewage systems.

¢ Stagnant water and mois- 
ture promotes mold growth. 
Remove the accumulated 
floodwater and disinfect the 
area within 24 to 48 hours.

Sanitizer solution can be sim- 
ply mixed by using two (2) 
capfuls of household bleach 
for, each one (1) gallon of 
water.

Delegation pushes for Federal Assistance 
Urges Congressional leaders to advocate for a

BOSTON— State Senator 
Susan Tucker, Representative 
Barry Finegold, and 
Representative James Miceli 
urged the Massachusetts 
Senate and Congressional 
delegations to push for a 
Presidential Disaster 
Declaration, after the March 
13th Nor’easter that produced 
three days of high winds, 
heavy rains, major flooding, 
and widespread road damage 
in the Merrimack Valley. 

“The damage to the 
Merrimack Valley has been 
considerable,” said 
Representative Finegold. 


“More than 10 inches of rain 
fell in our region and the 
Valley is extremely stressed 
by rapidly rising floodwaters. 
If we don’t get some Federal 
assistance to help defray the 
cost of clean-up, the cost to 
our communities will be sig- 
nificant when we can least 
afford it.” 

The Massachusetts 
Emergency Management 
Agency (MEMA) is the state 
agency responsible for coor- 
dinating federal, state, local, 
voluntary and private 
resources during emergen- 
cies and disasters in the 


Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. Over the next 
few days, Massachusetts offi- 
cials will be collecting esti- 
mates of the damage across 
the Commonwealth so a for- 
mal request for the presiden- 
tial declaration can be made. 

Residents should to call 211 
to pass on their damage esti- 
mates. They can also get 
information about existing 
programs that might be of 
some help, including how to 
connect to counseling pro- 


grams.

Home Modification 
Loan Program (HMLP) 

The Home Modification 
Loan Program provides no- 
and low-interest loans to mod- 
ify the homes of adults and 
children with disabilities, and 
elders. 

Through the efforts of the 
Massachusetts Rehabilitation 
Commission (MRC) and dis- 


Home Modification Loan 
Program was established 
through Massachusetts State 
Legislation in 1999. 

Who is Eligible? 

Any homeowner, who is a 
frail elder or has a disability, 
has a household member who 
has a disability, or rents to an 
individual with a disability 
(in a building with fewer than 
10 units) may apply for this 
loan. The residence’s owner 
must apply for the loan. Some 
landlords may be eligible for 


a 3% loan for a tenant with a 
disability. 

In determining who is eligi- 
ble: 

* Income guidelines are 
based on the total gross 
household income. 

* The unit requiring modifi- 
cations must be the primary, 
principal residence of the 
individual with the disability. 

¢ The modifications to be 
made to the residence must 
be necessary to allow the ben- 
eficiary to remain in the 
home and must specifically 
relate to their ability to func- 
tion on a daily basis. 

* The homeowner cannot 
have previously obtained an 
HMLP loan for the same 
property. 

* The modifications cannot 
have already been made. 
HMLP does not reimburse for 
work previously completed. 

What types of loans are 
available? 

Loans are made available in 
amounts from $1,000 up to 
$30,000 (total loan inclusive of 
all fees). This program offers 
0% or 3% deferred payment 
loans and 3% amortizing 
loans depending on the 
income of eligible households. 
Some landlords may be eligi- 
ble for a 3% loan for a tenant 
with a disability. 

*° Deferred payment: A 
deferred payment loan (DPL) 
requires no payments, other 
than interest as may be 
applicable, during the life- 
time of the loan. Repayment 
of a 0% DPL is made only 
when the property is sold or 
transferred, or if any condi- 
tion of the loan agreement is 
not met. Repayment of a 3% 
DPL requires only payments 
of interest until loan maturity 
at which point repayment of 
the principal is due.

feet by 2:45 a.m. Wednesday. 
Flood stage is at 7 feet for the 
Shawsheen. 

The National Weather 
Service forecasts that the 
river will continue to fall to 
below flood stage as the Crier 
goes to press. 

Traffic along Route 38 from 
Wilmington into Tewksbury 
was jammed Monday and 
Tuesday evenings as portions 
of South, Brown, Whipple, 
and Shawsheen Streets were 
closed to through traffic after 
the Shawsheen River went 
well over its banks. 

At the height of the road clo- 
sures Monday, Wilmington 
had seven streets closed, open 
only to local traffic. By 
Tuesday morning six streets 
were still partially closed off

for flooding, according to 
Wilmington Police Lt.

tracks were worse Sunday 
night and that the MBCR 
expected the station to stay 
closed to Tuesday afternoon, 
though crews were able to 
reopen it late Monday.

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the issues seen today in the 
School Department mirror 
1997 in terms of the facility 
itself. However, he cites the $4 
million budget surplus in 
town while the high school is 
in need of significant repair. 
He vows to vote ‘no’ pn the 
Town Meeting Warrant 
Article 10 because it will help 
promote the article. 

“Last year there were 77 
foreclosures in Wilmington, 
and I see more appeared in 
last week’s Crier. With State 
cuts in Local Aid, Obama far 
from through with his tax 
hikes, now is not the time and 
timing is everything,” said 
Nelson. 

Nelson supports Senior Tax 
Breaks and submitted a peti- 
tion for the Disabled Veterans 
to establish a property tax 
work-off fund. Walking 
through his old neighborhood 
gathering signatures for his 
campaign, Nelson says. he 
sees a number of abandoned 
homes and those in need of 


“Property owners need a 
break, not more overrides or 
debt exclusions, both of which 
I do not support,” said Nelson 
in a written statement to the 
Crier. 


Nelson previously also sup- 
ported a fire substation in 
North Wilmington, a recre- 
ation resource center at 
Silver Lake, sewerage to 
North Wilmington, and a 
sidewalk fund. He tried to 
bring an article forward this 
year for Town Meeting that 
sought to update the “Official 
Map” but the submitted arti- 
cle was rejected for lack of 
signatures, 
deemed illegib! 

The .Official Map has not 
been updated since 1973, 
according to Nelson, and is 
missing over 250 streets, At a 
recent Selectmen meeting the 
Board stated that a similar 
effort is already underway. 

Other candidates for public 
office include incumbent, and 
current Chair of the School 
Committee, Margaret 
“Peggy” Kane, along with 
newcomers Kathleen Carroll, 
and Robert Hayes for the 
three three-year terms. Leona 
Bombard is running for a 
five-year term on the Housing 
Authority and Stacie Murphy 
is running for the unexpired 
term. Incumbent Robert 
Peterson is running for the 
Shawsheen Valley Regional 
Technical High School 
Committee, 


Work begins on Butters farmhouse 
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and a half years have been 
taken up with the work of 
establishing its authenticity 
and securing grant money for 
renovations.

“One great player we've had 
come through this clinic is 
Amanda Hollenbeck,” boast- 
ed Copeland. “She'll never 
forget when she was first 
starting out and (former 
director) Diane (MacDonald) 
told her, ‘boy, the high school 
is going to love you.'” 

Hollenbeck is now a senior 
captain at Wilmington High 
School. She is the player to 
whom Copeland pays the 


gram around,” said Copeland. 
“She'll probably play in col- 
lege.” 

Amanda Hollenbeck has 
certainly enjoyed her time 
with the Wilmington 
Recreation Volleyball clinic. 


She now helps Copeland with 
the program. 
“The Wilmington 


Recreation Volleyball Clinic 
is great because it gets peo- 
ple involved in volleyball,” 
said Hollenbeck. “Mrs. 
Copeland does a fantastic job, 
and is great to work with. She 
is able to connect with both 
the kids and the adults and is 


very knowledgeable about 
volleyball. Like me, Mrs. 
Copeland wants to teach as 
many individuals about this 
awesome sport and (of 
course) have fun!” 

The volleyball clinic has 
proven quite beneficial to the 
community as well. 

“It teaches the love of the 
game, fundamentals, and 
helps to keep the children and 
adults of the community 
active,” added Copeland. “It 
helps people work interdepen- 
dently.

At such a tender age, 
Copeland says the program 
helps to form new friendships 
as well. 

“The kids really learn that 
they have something to offer, 
while learning how to play a 
wonderful sport at the same 
time,” said Copeland.

But, they 
have fun. They love it. 
Everyone just has a good 
time.” 

This session has accumulat- 
ed 50 members-25 in each 
program. It has been an 
extremely successful addition 
to the Wilmington Recreation 
Department. The volleyball 
clinic is full to capacity, and 
seems to be a lot of fun for 
everyone involved. 

The clinic takes place every 
Thursday night. Each class 
begins with instruction, and 
ends with games.

It seems that the program 
has done what it was intend- 
ed to do and then some.

After running the table all 
season — winning all four 
post season meets including 
being New England 
Champions -- the members 
of the Tewksbury Memorial 
High School Girls 4x400 
relay team decided to 
change things up a bit this 
past weekend and instead 
they competed as a sprint 
medley relay team at the 
High School National Meet 
held in New York City. 

The team of Ally Greene 
(200), Jess Bridle (200), 
Ashley Toland (400) and 
Leanne Tucker (800) com- 
bined to take 8th in the 
entire country with a com- 
bined time of 4:09. 

They were four of seven 
girls from Tewksbury who 
competed in this prestigious 
event, including senior 
Stephanie Walker finishing 
23rd in the 60-meter hurdles, 
senior Kyla Higgins was 
36th in the shot put, and 
Nicole McKenna finished 
20th in the freshmen mile 
race. 

The four members of the 
distance medley team fin- 
ished just two places away 
from being named All- 
Americans. 

“I thought (four girls) 
were just exceptional,” said 
head coach Peter Molloy. 
“As a group they ran fantas- 
tic. I was hoping they could 
finish at 4:09. Last year in 
the outdoor season, we had 
a group that finished at 4:09, 
and outdoor times are 
always faster than indoor 
times. And when this group 

, finished at 4:09, I just could- 
n’t believe it. They were 1.1 
seconds off from being 
named All-Americans. 

“This ties best finish we 
ever had at the Nationals,” 
continued Molloy. “(Two 
years ago) Kristen Judge 
finished eighth in the high 
jump and she was named an 
All-American because two 
girls who finished ahead of 
her, were from Canada. I 
think this is just a fantastic 
accomplishment for these 
four girls.” 

This has been truly a 
remarkable indoor season 
for the four girls, who were 
were recently informed they 
were named Boston Globe 
All-Scholastics. Molloy — the 
Boston Globe Division 2 
Coach of the Year - said 
that as well as the four of 
them did in the 4x400 all sea- 
son — going unbeaten -- he 
believes their best race is 
the sprint medley. 

“I’ve thought that all 
along,” he said. “Leanne is 
so much better running the 
800 than the 400, and I think 
Ally is the same way run- 
ning the 200 instead of the 
400, and for Jess and Ashley 
they are just as good in both 
races so it really doesn’t 
matter.”

Tucker: Finished undefeat- 
ed in the 600 yards, 1,000 
yards and 1,000 meters dur- 
ing league meets; Named 
MVC All-Conference; 
Finished first at the 800 
meter at the MSTCA 
Holiday Qualifier establish- 
ing a school and meet 
record; Finished first in the 
800 and second as part of the 
sprint medley relay team at 
the Dartmouth Invitational 
establishing a school record; 
Finished first as part of the 
sprint medley team and sec- 
ond in the 800 at the MSTCA 
State Relay Meet, establish- 
ing a_ school record;

finish between 22nd to 28th, 
and she finished 23rd which 
is pretty good. I’m happy for 
her, This was the first time 
she competed in 60 meters. 

“The best part about the 
whole thing is at the start of 
this season her time in the 
55 meter hurdles was 9.24. 
(This', weekend at. the 
Nationals) she finished at 
the same 9.24 time but ran 
60 meters. I think that says 
everything right there.” 

Senior Kyla Higgins com- 
peted in the shot put and she 
finished 36th overall, throw- 
ing 31 feet, 11 inches. 

“She continues to have that 
sore shoulder (after a car 
accident back in 
September) so we told her 
not to throw really all week 
(leading up to the meet),” 
said Molloy. “So this was 
basically her first day of 
practice. Her best throw was 
31-11, but she threw better 
on every throw.

Finally was freshman 
Nicole McKenna, who after 
running the mile just two 
times all season, and not 
competing in almost a 
month, she ranks as the 20th 
best freshmen miler in the 
country, running her second 
best time of her career at 
5:40.31. 

“She had the toughest 
experience of them all for 
several reasons,” said 
Molloy. “First she hasn’t 
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competed in almost a 
month. This was just the 
third time in her career that 
she ran the mile, and this 
was the first time she com- 
peted in an actual meet in 
almost a month.” 

Besides that obstacle, 
McKenna also had to jump 
over another one. 

“I told the girls Friday 
night what the plans were 
(on Saturday morning) and 
what time everyone was 
running and what time we 
should meet for breakfast 
and all of that,” said Molloy. 
“I thought Nicole was sup- 
pose to run at 12:30. I got up 
on Saturday morning 
around 8:45 and when I 
looked at the sheet it said 
she was running at 10:45. I

Track programs are in great 
hands with Molloy and Byrnes

I’ve been fortunate enough 
to be the Sports Editor of 
the Town Crier dating back 
to March of 1994. 
Throughout that time, I’ve 
dealt with at least 100 
coaches here locally, and in 
‘Tewksbury certainly former 
cross country and track 
coach Bob MacDougall 
ranks as one of the top 
coaches I’ve ever come 
across with and now he has 
company. 

MacDougall, who will be 
entering the school’s Hall of 
Fame next month, finished 
with 393 wins between 
coaching the boys and girls 
cross country and indoor 
and outdoor girls track 
teams, He won a combined 
36 MVC Titles, 10 League 
Meet Championships, 5 
state relay championships, 
was Lowell Sun, Boston 
Globe and Town Crier 
Coach of the Year a com- 
bined 19 times. In addition 
he coached 28 individual 
and 5 relay teams to 
Divisional, State, All-State 
and New England 
Championship titles in

MacDougall 
the spring of 2004, and two 
months later Ihad a mes- 
sage on my desk that then 
Athletic ied ging Bob 
Aylward called me 
the name and telephone 
number of MacDougall’s 
replacement, Peter Molloy. 
Several days later I met 
Molloy, only to realize that I 


met him a few times before, 
and since that day, the cross 
country and track programs 
have not missed a beat. 
This past indoor season is 
a terrific example of that. 
Molloy, with help from -his 
buddy John Byrnes, the 
girls outdoor head coach, as 
well as several other out- 
standing assistants, have 
carried on the incredible 
legacy that MacDougall left 
behind, dating back to his 
Glory Days in the 1980s, 
1990s and early 2000s. 
Molloy — who just turned 
31 and recently became a 
father for the first time - 
graduated from Lowell High 
School in 1997 and competed 
in indoor and outdoor track, 
as well as playing one sea- 
son of soccer. He became 
the TMHS girls and boys 
cross country coach and the 
indoor girls track coach in 
2004, while the head outdoor 
girls track position went to 
longtime assistant coach 
Bill Piscione, another 
should-be Hall of Famer. 
Piscione retired after hold- 
ing the position for two state 


coach, with Molloy as his 
top assistant, while they 
switch roles for the indoor 


Champions 

But Molloy — and the help of 
Byrnes, Billy Meuse and 
head boys indoor and out- 


door track coach Steve 
Levine — has not only met 
that Hall of Fame creden- 
tials head on, but has done a 
magnificent job as one of 
the younger coaches in the 
system. In fact the accom- 
plishments of both the 
indoor and outdoor girls 
programs are so impressive 
that certainly Molloy and 
Byrnes are heading into 
starting their own legacies, 
and starting an early run of 
their own into Tewksbury’s 
Hall of Fame. 

The past weekend, the 
indoor season came to an 
end when seven individuals 
took part in the National 
Meet held in New York City, 
The weekend capped off an 
amazing season for 
Tewksbury. The team won 
its sixth straight MVC 
Division 2 title, and 16th in 
the past 17_——s+years. 
Tewksbury captured the 
Division 2 State Relay 
Championship, finished sec- 
ond at both the MVC Meet 
and the Division 2 State 
Meet, set seven schoo) 
records, had four individual] 
champions at the MVC 
Meet, one Division 2 individ- 
ual State Champion, while 
the 4x400 relay team won 
the MVC, Division 2, All- 
State and New England 
Championship title, going 
completely unbeaten 
throughout the entire sea- 
son. 

This year’s team, also con- 
sists just of 12 seniors, who 
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in their four-year reign 
combined for a 23-1-1 record 
against MVCteams and 
helped guide the team to its 
third Division 2 State Relay 
Championship in the past six 
years, all under the guidance 
of Molloy. 

Certainly Molloy has had a 
lot of help along the way, and 
he'll be the first one to admit 
that. People like Mary Beth 
McKinney, Jim DeProfio and 
Phil Maia over at Lowell 
High are tremendous people 
and coaches, and being by 
their side as an assistant was 
a tremendous experience for 
anyone, nevermind Molloy. 

Molloy will also be the first 

to point out that it’s Byrnes, 
Meuse, Levine and others 
‘who are constant fixtures in 
‘the team’s success, that 
“without them, his programs 
wouldn’t be close to where 
they are today. He’s right on 
that. Molloy also says it’s the 
kids, they are the ones who 
are talented, they ones who 
work hard in the off-season 
completing those workouts 
on the sidewalks and 
throughout the streets of the 
town, and they are the ones 
who are hungry to break 
those school records and to 
become the next league, 
state, or New England cham- 
‘pion. He’s also right on that. 
* But he is short changing 
himself. Levine said it best 
when describing why girls 
indoor and outdoor programs 
are so successful. He said it’s 
Byrnes who has the incredi- 
ble knowledge of running 
and the proper workouts, and 
it’s Molloy's mastermind of 
how the program should be 
run, and that’s why these 
programs are so dynamic 
year in and year out because 
they work so well ‘together, 
off-setting each other's 
strengths. 

When trying to explain the 
philosophies as a winning 
coach, Molloy refused to get 
caught up in the hype. 
Rather, he said it’s just sim- 
ple - treat kids and people 
like you want to be treated. 

“I know that we do the right 
thing,” he said. “I know that 
we give them the right pro- 
grams, I know we do the 
right thing, we say the right 
things, we treat them the 
right way, and we listen to 
them, so I know we do things 
the right way. 

“It's fun (coaching here), it 
is - it’s fun. But you don’t go 
into a season saying ‘I want 
to be a Coach of the Year’ or 
‘we want to go undefeated’ 
and stuff like that. I used to 
say those things and I would 
lay out all of our goals as a 
team. But then I realized 
that these kids are so good, I 
don’t need to tell them, I 
don’t need to make goals for 
them and put added pressure 
on them. They are in it for 
the right reasons. 

“I really truly honestly 
believe that if these kids 
were in another program, 
they would be maybe a sec- 
ond off (their times in their 
races), but would still 
accomplish the same things. 
They are the ones doing the 
work. They get much more

out of themselves than what 
we give them. I’m glad to be 
a part of it, believe me I'm 
glad to be a part of it.” 

This past indoor season, 
Molloy had so much fun, and 
was so fortunate to be a part 
of something that has never 
been done before. The 4x400 
relay team of Jess Bridle, 
Leanne Tucker, Ally Greene 
and Ashley Toland were 
crowned New’ England 
Champions, only less than 
two years after Judge did it

“His ability to 
communicate highly compli- 
cated material to a teenage 
kid, and have that kid do it 
without him, that’s why he’s 
successful. He’s able to get 
those kids to understand the 
concept, do it, do it repeated- 
ly and without direction. I 
think if John coached basket- 
ball, it would be the same 
way because I think he’s that 
good at it. 

“I have learned more about 
track from John whether it’s 
philosophies, concepts or 
workouts than anyone else. 
I'll bounce things off him 
and let’s just say he doesn’t 
bounce things off me all that 
much, and I’m more than OK 
with that. He is just a huge 
part of the success of this 
program. He is - he just has 
a great way of dealing with 
kids. He’s a great teacher, 
he's a very intelligent coach 
who can relate to kids at the 
level in which they can 
understand and in a way they 
can repeat it constantly.” 

Molloy said that while he 
works mainly with the dis- 
tance kids like Tucker and 


Toland, and Byrnes works 
with the sprinters, mainly 
Greene and Bridle — as well 
as Anthony Arcari, who had 
a great year for the boys 
team - that it’s little specific 
things that he did that got 
the four girls to do what they 
did. 

“John coaches the sprinters 
as if it’s a classroom envi- 
ronment,” said Molloy. “And 
I don’t say that to make it 
sound like it’s boring, but 
when the kids leave a season, 
they understand the concept 
of running fast. My friends 
jokingly say to me ‘well how 
hard is it to coach; just tell 
them to run fast’ and they 
are pulling my leg. But the 
reality is, it’s complicated 
and there are reasons why a 
person runs fast at a specific 
event - you do different 
things in the 55 meter dash 
than you would in the 400. I 
think John has done a really 
good job of allowing those 
kids and helping those kids 
know what they have to do in 
order to run faster in a race 
as opposed to ‘I just want to 
beat this kid’.” 

The few things you can 
make comparisons with 
between MacDougall, and 
then Molloy/Byrnes is what 
has been accomplished both 
at the high school level and 
at the collegiate level. 
Nothing has really changed 
over the different decades. In 
the 80s, there was Bev 
Leuken, a three-time Class B 
State Champion, a two-time 
All-State Champion and a 
New England Champion. In 
2007, Kristen Judge was a 
two-time Class _ B State 
Champion, an All-State 
Champion, a New England 
Champion, and an All- 
American. 

In the 90s, there were ath- 
letes like Mary Alice Brady, 
Heather and Kim Ferrand, 
Debbie and Jenn Takach, 
who combined to win 12 state 
championship titles and went 
on to have terrific careers at 
Boston College, UVM, 
Bentley among others. And 
today. Judge is at UPenn, 
Nikki Cunha is at 
Northeastern, and Nicole 
Skotz and Ashley Smith are 


at UMass-Lowell. 
And, current _—_ senior 
Stephanie Walker has a great 


collegiate career ahead of 
her in the hurdles, and will 
be on a list of many former 
TMHS cross country and 
track kids like Kaitlin Rose, 
Sarah Bonomo and even on 
the boys side with freshmen 
Evan White — who was just 
named an All-American this 
past weekend — to go onto 
bigger and better things 


after ‘turning in their 
Redmen uniform. 
“I've said before that 


Leanne (Tucker) and Ally 
(Greene) both have terrific 
futures ahead of themselves 
at the collegiate level, and 
(Ashley) Toland and (Jess) 
Bridle, absolutely (are 
already) division two (mate- 
rial at the college ranks) 
without a doubt. If they 
wanted to do division one 
they could. I’m not a big fan 
of having kids run at division 
one just to be there because 
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there's a lot of bad division 
one programs. There’s a lot 
of division two and three pro- 
grams that are a lot better.” 

No matter where those kids 
go, whether they run track in 
college or not, Molloy 
believes that the success in 
the program will continue, 
and he says that has nothing 
to do with him, Byrnes or 
any of the other coaches. 

“I can’t see this program 
taking any steps backwards 
with the new high school 
coming,” said Molloy. “I 
hope there are kids out there, 
see this in the paper, and say 
‘I want to run track there’ or 
a parent saying ‘I want my 
child to be a part of some- 
thing special like this’ 
because I've got to tell you 
this track team is not like 
Central Catholic or the 
Shawsheen Tech track 
teams. When they have real- 
ly good track kids, those kids 
rarely go to New Englands 
and never attend Nationals 
in NY City or North 
Carolina. This program is 
special and I’m not trying to 
hammer those coaches 
because I think the world of 
them. 

“In my mind education and 
athletics go hand-in-hand. If 
you want your child involved 
in athletics, you got to think 
about the educational com- 
ponent and if you want edu- 
cation, you must also think 
think about athletics or co- 
curricular activities. And the 
girls track team at TMHS 
does the best job at excelling 
in both. 

“We've got track alumni 
that attend Penn State, 


UMass, Northeastern, 
University of Penn, UMass 
Lowell, Bentley, Bryant, 


UNH, the list could go on and 
on. Some compete in track 
at the collegiate level and 
some don't. And while their 
reasons may vary (for com- 
peting in track collegiately) 
they all excelled academical- 
ly and had a phenomenal 
experience athletically as 
part of the track program at 
TMHS.” 

Molloy and Byrnes have 
helped hundreds of student- 
athletes enjoy their experi- 
ence through their class- 
rooms and on the track. 
Their records back that up. 
The two are not only fantas- 
tic at their days jobs, being 
great teachers and coaches, 
but they do it in a terrific 
manner. They are both young 
and energetic, who excel in 
being fair and so supportive 
of any young child who 
comes across them in a 
classroom or on a track. The 
two of them are fantastic 
human beings, and have both 
been tremendous additions to 
the high school, to the coach- 
ing staff, to the community, 
and most of all, they serve as 
outstanding role models to 
the youth here in Tewksbury. 

And for that, I’ve been very 
fortunate to witness since 
they both joined the Redmen 
team.

There’s not a day that goes 
by where family members, 
friends, classmates and 
teachers don’t think about 
Meghan McCarthy, the 
‘Tewksbury Memorial High 
School senior who passed 
away on January 19th at the 
age of 17. And this Sunday 
morning, several hundred 
people from Tewksbury and 
the surrounding communities 
will not only be thinking of 
Meghan, but running in her 

honor. 

Thanks to the efforts of a 
group of high school students, 
in what hopes and plans on 
being an annual event, the 
first Meghan McCarthy 
Memorial 5K Run/Walk Road 
Race starting with registra- 
tion will be held at 8:30 with 
the race starting at 10:00 pm 
at the high school. 

Tewksbury High junior Rob 
Wallace gathered with sever- 
al of his friends on Saturday 
afternoon at the Tewksbury 
Public Library to discuss 
exactly what’s going to hap- 
pen on Sunday, And thus far, 
almost 200 runners have 
signed-up, well over . $1,000 
have been raised, all the 
while admitting that “he has 
no idea what he is doing”. 

But one thing is for sure, 
what these high school kids 
and adults in the local com- 
munities are doing to contin- 
ue to celebrate the life of 
Meghan McCarthy, is truly 
something special - just like 
she was. 

“It’s amazing how one life 
can be so great and inspire so 
many different people, and 
that a group of people want to 
get together to celebrate that 
life,” said Wallace. 

McCarthy was a three-sport 
athlete at TMHS playing field 
hockey, basketball and was a 
member of the outdoor track 
team. When she was 14, a 
tumor was found in her brain, 
and after being told she had 
just six months to live, she 
battled through chemothera- 
py, only to fully recover, 
attend school every. day, 
make the honor roll, play 
three sports and live a nor- 
mal teenage life. But in 
December, her sickness 
resurfaced. 

"She was diagnosed with a 
brain tumor two and a half 
years ago," said Wallace. 
"They gave her six months to 
live, and she made it two 
years past that. That's just 
the kind of person she was. 
She continued to play field 
hockey and basketball and 
track while going through 
chemotherapy. 

"She was one of the 
strongest people I've ever 
met. And her mother, Lee, 
too. They're both great role 
models." 

According to Wallace, Lee 
McCarthy and a handful of 
her family members will be 
on hand to participate in 
Sunday’s event. The high 
school field hockey, softball 
and basketball teams will all 
be there to walk/run, while a 
youth lacrosse team coached 
by Herb Post have also 
signed-up. 

“We have received applica- 


tions from everywhere,” said 
Wallace. “The other day I saw 
South Weymouth, and I’m 
like how are they getting it’? 
We have more than 150 people 
(already), and I think we’re 
going to have a ton of walk- 


The entrance fee is $15 if 
you register before the day of 
the race and $20 the day of 
the race. All of the proceeds 
from the race will support the 
Flying Henrys of the Pan 
Mass Challenge, the organi- 
zation Meghan McCarthy was 
heavily involved with. 

“We had a low goal because 
we didn’t know what to 
expect, so we set a goal of 
(raising) $1,000 (dollars) and 
we have crushed that so far,” 
said Wallace. “I just can’t 
wait to present that check to 
those people.” 

The event is open to all 
walkers and runners, of all 
ages, genders and abilities. 
Prizes will be awarded to 
each gender/age group, and 
there will also be raffles for 
all entrants. Refreshments 
will be available for all 
entrants and t-shirts will be 
provided for the first 100 
entrants. 

Wallace is just one of many 
people involved with the 
entire event. Jimmy Marsh, a 
longtime runner and sports 
guru in town, is also heavily 
involved, while Wallace point- 
ed out the tremendous efforts 
given my cross country and 
track coach Peter Molloy, 
Robbie’s parents Ron and 
Joy, The Police Department 
especially John Voto, the Fire 
Department and the 
Tewksbury Selectmen. 

“Jimmy Marsh is helping us 
and so is Mr. Molloy,” said 
Wallace. “If it wasn’t for 
Jimmy, we would be nowhere, 
we would be so in over our 
heads, it would be crazy. 
Jimmy has been a huge part 
of this.” 

Wallace wanted to make 
sure he gave the credit to 
those who have gone above 
and beyond the call of duty to 
make this a special day in 
honor of a special person. 

“We started as a group in 
school with the librarian to 
do projects like this,” he said. 
“And then Meghan’s health 
went downhill so we wanted 
to do something. We didn’t 
know quite what, but then the 
group decided on a road race 
- a nice community event 
where everyone could go and 
celebrate Meghan’s life.”

All-American 200-meter sprint- 
er at UMass-Lowell 
fourth with a time of 21.65 sec- 
onds at the NCAA Division 2 
Championships held at the 
Convention Center in 
Albuquerque, New Mexico. 

White joins five other people 
(Liam Govostes, Jason Paige, 
Diego Pinheiro, Clint Cooper 
and Andrew Grange) as the 
only other sprinters in the UML 
program to be named an All- 
American but the first to do it 
either indoors or outdoors in 
the 200-meter dash. 

White and the rest of the team 
took a five hour flight out of 
Logan Airport at 4:00 am 
Thursday morning. They 
arrived in Denver, only to take 
another flight, one hour to New 
Mexico. After arriving at the 
hotel for a few minutes, the 
team immediately went to 
practice. 

Then after getting a good 
‘night's sleep in the hotel room, 
White broke a school record 
during the pre-trial heat on 
Friday, coming in at 21.59 sec- 
onds, finishing sixth. 

“I thought Evan did a phe- 
nomenal job at the trials 
because he was in the fastest 
section,” said UML head coach 
Gary Gardner.

“THE CRAZIES” 
GRADE: *** 


It’s rare that a good ‘hor- 
ror’ movie is also a good, 
solidly-made movie period, 
but "The Crazies" is the 
exception to the rule. Crazy 
as that may seem. 

The best films take char- 
acters the audience cares 
about, and puts those char- 
acters in extreme situations 
where they are forced to 
make tough choices. In 
"Crazies," those choices are 
made by a sheriff (Timothy 
Olyphant) and his wife 
(Radha Mitchell), whose 
small Iowa town is suddenly 
visited by a virus that 
makes the residents violent 
and ill. 

“The Crazies” is the story 
of what would happen if the 
town “Where Everybody 
Knows Your Name” went 
absolutely insane, where 
terror can lurk around any 
corner in the form of the 
friends and neighbors you 
have known and loved most 
of your life, 

Using the wide-open 
spaces of Iowa, "Crazies" 
traps its characters in tight 
places (one scene explores 
the effects of claustrophobic 
terror in an automated car- 
wash) and forces them to 
fight each other in a strug- 
gle to survive. Throw in a 
shoot-first, forget-about-ask- 
ing-questions military force, 
and you have the ingredi- 
ents for a scary tale. 

"Crazies" also has flashes 
of humor to remind us this 
is supposed to be fun as well 
as scary, and its characters 
have the complexity of real 
people, When someone tells 
the sheriff not to go back to 
town for his missing wife, he 
utters the great hero’s line, 
"Tell you what. Don't ask 
me why I can't leave with- 
out my wife and I won't ask 
you why you can." 

Director Breck Eisner 
keeps the tension high 
throughout, especially when 
one of the characters knows 
they are getting sick but 
can't do anything about it. 
Like that character, the film 
presents us horrors and 


_ atrocities that we aren’t 


sure we want to see happen 
or not, but we are powerless 
to do anything either way. 

And that’s the thrill of 
any horror movie.

Fans of classic horror 
will love "The Wolfman", 
especially the factthat it 
pulls off its special effect 
transformations from man 
to beast without any CGI 
help.

By age 16, 
nearly 80 percent had out- 
grown milk allergy. 


While this might be encour- 
aging for parents of children 
with milk allergies, no two 
allergies are the same. Peanut
